During the final months of 1925 the world moved an ap­ 
preciable step nearer an enduring peace. 
When the nations of Europe met at Locarno and set their 
'names to the treaty devised there, they gave the rest of man 
kind a solemn pledge that never again would the jealousies 
a nd hatreds and fears of close neighbors plunge a continent 
into war, The tragedy of 1914, they promised, would not he 
. repeated. 
It was a splendid thing: 
Hut why stop at Locarno? 
The United States is far removed from Europe. 
\\ e long 
*ince decided that we need not take part in Europe’s del ¡ti­ 
tra tions; that our isolation was such that Europe’s quarrels 
®eed not concern us. 
But European nations are not the only ones with whom we 
toave diplomatic relations. 
On the left, as y >u fa ce north, 
lies the Pacific ocean; and beyond the Pacific lies J apan. 
Let’s be frank about it. 
For a good many years \vr have 
liv ed with the notion that some day the United S t a t e s and 
J a pa n would come to blows. 
We base a big fleet in the Pa­ 
cific, and J apan does likewise. 
Very often some of the polit­ 
ical leaders on both sides make ill-considered speeches that 
add to the mutual suspicion and hostility. 
Let’s be brutally frank 
War between the I idled State- 
and J apan during the next decade is not at all improbable. 
In fact, at this writing it is almost impossible to see how the 
United States can get involved in a war with anyone else. 
This isn’t jingo talk. 
It’s a plain facing of th** facts. 
There is no use to disguise the danger that faces us. 
Very w ell; now to the point. 
Why not a Locarno of our 
own? 
Why should not representatives of J apan and the t nited 
States sit down together, as the representatives of European 
nations did ,with an open recognition of the perils they are 
fa cing and an honest desire to remove them? 
Could not Americans and J apanese come to an a g reement 
of the Locarno sort —an agreement that might make possible 
a further reduction in the* load of armaments under which 
each country la bors; an agreement that would permit us to 
look to the future with a little more of hone and a little less 
of foreboding** 
Surely there is a desire for pea ce, at bottom. 
I’he a v era g e 
American doesn’t want a wa r with J a pa n; In merely fea rs 
tha t some day one will be necessa ry. 
And the a v era g e J a pa ­ 
nese feels the sa me w ay about it.

After all, the exact form
